of the robbers. 
One party at once

wagon, drove by.

EMMET ADDRESSES 
INSURANCE MEN 


ENI HHIS KS STATE SUPERVISION 
OF LIFE INS! RANCE 
COMPA­ 
NIES. 


J Hectares Tacit Understanding Among 
the States Tlmt Each W ill Give Its 
Own 
Companies 
Thorough 
and 
Proper Supervision is Very Desir­ 
able. 


New York, Dec. ll.— A tacit un­ 
derstanding among the states that 
each will give its own life insurance 
companies such thorough and prop 
er supervision as to make it unneces 
gary for other states 
to 
concern 
themselves greatly over those coni 
panics is highly desirable and would 
alleviate hardships 
now 
borne by 
some of the largest companies. 
So 
declared 
William T. 
Emmet, sup 
erintendent of insurance 
of 
New 
Hock, in an address today before the 
convention cf the 
Association 
ot 
Life 
Insurance Presidents in New 
York. 
Mr. Emmet said in part: 
“ How shall we in the field of sup­ 
ervision so arrange 
matters 
that 
companies which do business in more 
than one state shall not suffer be­ 
cause some insurance 
superintend­ 
ent assumes an intolerant attitude 
toward all other laws and methods 
than his own, and thus invites re­ 
taliation against his home companies 
at the hands of other states in which 
these companies are doing business? 
The frequency wdth which trouble of 
this kind seems to threaten, even if 
it does not actually always engulf 
us makes me at times wish from the 
bottom of my heart that we could 
have a system of national insurant c 
supervision in the 
United 
States 
One cannot help feeling that the ex 
isting system of supervision by states 
has been largely outgrown. 
Ap­ 
parently, however, we cannot have 
a system of national supervision ex­ 
cept by amending the constitution et 
the United States. For the present, 
at any rate, we must do the best we 
can with the old machinery. 
“ Under 
these circumstances, 
it 
seems to me that we in the different 
state departments stand under a very 
solemn obligation to try to meet the 
present difficulties growing out 
of 
supervision by states ra th e r than by 
the nation, by making the 
largest 
possible concessions, whenever 
ail} 
trying situation arises, to the idea of 
reciprocity and comity between the 
states. 
“ The National Convention of In­ 
surance Commissioners is doing 
a 
great work in standardizing 
insur­ 
ance 
legislation 
and 
methods 
of 
supervision, and in promoting a good 
feeling between the departments in 
the different states. 
But not even 
that beneficient institution can 
re­ 
lieve the situation very much when a 
state department, in its 
dealings 
with 
companies 
of 
Oilier states, 
maintains too priggish 
and 
phar­ 
isaical aa attitude in respect to the 
superiority of its own laws and de- 
peramental methods over those of 
the rest of the sisterhood. 
“ Personally I don’t for a moment 
think Mi at our New York insurance 
law, admirable as many of its pro­ 
visions are, is the last and only au­ 
thentic work of wisdom which will 
be spoken on the subject. I am quite 
ready to concede that the laws of the 
other states may be better adapted 
to conditions outside New York than 
our laws are. 
I ani quite ready to 
give the fullest credit to the 
good 
faith, the wisdom and the efficiency 
of other insurance departments In 
»heir dealings w ith companies within 
their jurisdiction. 
“ Tile tacit understanding between 
the states should be, I think, that 
each state will, under 
the 
spur of 
constant watchfulness from all other 
states, give Its ow ti companies such 
thorough and proper supervision at 
practically to m a k e it unnecessary 
for other state departments to con­ 
cern themselves greatly over these 
companies. 
If this rule of conduct 
is generally observed. I think that 
one very real cause of trouble to the 
larger companies, growing out of our 
system of insurance 
supervision 
by 
states, will be avoided.”

SAVING A WORK OF ART. 


Ingenious 
Schema of a 
Restorer of 
D am age d Masterpieces. 
An instance of the Ingenuity exer­ 
cised by restorers of damaged m a ste r­ 
pieces of painting Is afforded by the 
rescue of a famous painting now own- r 
cd by the widow of the lute John H ay, 
secretary of state. 
Mr. H ay had a Madonna by Botticel­ 
li which w as painted on a w ooden 
panel a t least 400 years ago. 
T he 
wood had begun to crack, nod it w as 
feared th a t the painting would 
lie 
ruined, b u t a restorer was found w ho 
said he could save i t 
The first step was to paste thin strips 
of tissue paper on the face of tile pic­ 
ture, pressing the paper into th e u n ­ 
even surface of the paint Layers w ere 
added until a thick body of paper con­ 
cealed the picture. 
Then the picture was turned over, 
and the restorer began to sandpaper 
the board aw ay. 
After many m onths 
of careful work he had all the wood 
removed, and nothing but the paint a d ­ 
hered to the paper. 
A piece of linen 
canvas was then glued to the paint, 
and the work of removing the paper 
from the fro n t of the picture was u n ­ 
dertaken.

its practical efficiency tinder the effect 
of this |raufing has very greatly in 
creased- 
uur citizen soldiers under 
present conditions have reached a stage 
of development beyond t\ bleb they can­ 
not reasonably he asked to go without 
further direct assistance in the form 
of pay from the federal government 
On the other im mi, such pay from the 
national treasury would not be J us ti 
fled unless it produced a proper cquiva- 
lent In additional efficiency on the part 
of the national guard. 
The organized militia today cannot 
he ordered outside of tin* limits of tin 
United States and thus cannot lawful 
ly lie used for general military par 
poses. 
The officers aud men are amb! 
tious aud eager to make themselves 
thus available aud to become an etll 
dent national reserve of citizen sol 
diery. 
They are the only force of 
trained men other than tin* regulai 
army upon which we can rely. 
The 
so called militia pay Iliff in the form 
agreed on list ween the authorities of 
the war department aud tin* represent­ 
atives of the national guard, in my 
opinion, adequately meets these condi­ 
tions and offers a proper return for the 
pay which it is proposed to give to the 
national guard. 
I believe that its enactment into law 


woald be a very long step toward pro 
riding this nation with a first line of 
citizen soldiery, ujhmi which its main 
reliance must depend In case of any 
national emergency- 
Flans tor the or 
ganlsation of the national guard intl 
tactu al divisions on the same lines at> 
those adopted for the regular army art 
heiij« formulated by the war college 
division of the general staff. 


a proposal can only be founded on the 
assumption that we have now discharg­ 
ed our trusteeship to the Filipin o peo­ 
ple and our responsibility for them to 
the world aud that they are now pre 
pared for self government as well as 
national sovereignty, 
A thorough and 
unbiased knowledge of the facts clear­ 
ly show* that these assumptious are 
absolutely without justification. 
As to this I believe that there is no 
substantial difference of opinion among 
any of those who have had the respon­ 
sibility of facing Philippine problems 
in the administration of the Islands, 
and I believe that no one to whom the 
future of this people is a responsible 
concern

countenance

fraught with the direst consequences 
to those on whose behalf it is osten­ 
sibly urged.

Over half a m illion Fili­ 
pino students are now in the Philip­ 
pine schools helping to mold the men 
of Hie future into a homogeneous peo­ 
ple, lait there stiff remain more than 
a million Filipino children of school 
ago yet to be reached. 
Freed from 
American control the integrating forces 
of a common education and a common 
language will cease and the education­ 
al system now well started w ill slip 
back into inefficiency and disorder. 
An enormous increase in tile com­ 
mercial development of the islands has 
been made since they were virtually 
granted full access to our markets 
three years ago, with every prospect 
of Increasing development and diversi­ 
fied industries. 
Freed from American 
control such development is bound to 
decline. 
lf tim task we have undertaken is 
higher than that assumed by other na­ 
tions, 
its accomplishment 
must de-' 
aland even more patience. 
W e must j 
not forget that we found the Filipinos 
wholly untrained In government. 
Up

N a v y D epartm ent. 


The navy of the United States is in 
a greater state of efficiency and is 
more powerful than it has ever been 
before, but in the emulation which ex ­ 
ists between different countries In re­ 
spect to the increase of naval aud m il­ 
itary armaments this condition is not 
a permanent one. 
In view of the m any 
Improvements and increases by fo r­ 
eign governments the slightest halt on 
our part iu respect to new construc­ 
tion throws us buck aud reduces us 
from a naval power of the first rank 
and places us among the nations of the 
second rank. 
In the past fifteen years 
the navy has expanded rapidly aud yet 
far less rapidly than our country. 
From now on reduced expenditure# 
In the navy mean reduced m ilitary 
strength. 
Tho 
world s 
history 
has 
shown the Importance of sea pow er 
both for adequate defense and for the 
support of im portant and definite isdi- 
eies, 
I had tin* pleasure of attending this 
autumn a mobilization of the Atlantic 
fleet and was glad to observe and note 
the preparedness of tile fleet for in ­ 
stant action. 
The review brought !*»- 
fore the president aud the secretary o f 
the navy a greater aud more powerful 
collection of vessels than had ever 
been gathered 
in American waters. 
The condition of the fleet ami of the 
officers and enlisted men and of the 
equipment of the vessels entit 1***1 those 
in authority to til** greatest credit. 


I aguilt commend to congress the giv 
jag of legislative sa action to tho up 
point men t of tin* naval aids to the soc 
rotary of tin* navy. These aids and Uhs 
council of aids appointed by the secre­ 
tary of the navy to assist him In the 
conduct of his department have p ro w l 
to Is* of tile highest utility. They have 
furnished ait executive committee of 
the most skilled naval experts, who 
have co ordlnated the action of the v a ri­ 
ous bureaus iii tho navy and by their 
advice have enabled tho secretary to 
give an adm inistration at the sa m a 
time economical stud most efficient. 
Never before has tit** United States 


had a navy that compared lo efficiency 
with its present one. but never before 
have the requirements with respect to 
naval w arfare been higher and more 
exacting than now. 
A year ago con­ 
gress refused to appropriate for more 
titan one battleship. 
In this I think a 
great mistake of policy was made, and 
I urgently recommend that this con­ 
gress make ap for the mistake of tbe 
lust session by appropriations authoriz­ 
ing the construction of three battle­ 
ships, in addition to destroyers, fuel 
ships and tin* other auxillary vessels 
as shown in the budding program of 
the general board.

terprises, with provision f**r a closer 
supervision by tile bureau of corpora­ 
tions or a board appointed for the pur­ 
pose, so as to ma kl* more certain com­ 
pliance with the anti trust law on Hie 
one hand aud to give greater security 
to tile stockholders against possible 
prosecutions on the other, 
I believe, however, that the orderly 
course of litigation In the courts and 
the regular prosecution of trusts charg* 
ed w ith the ti nation of fin* antitrust 
law is producing among business men 
a clearer and c le a r e r perception of the 
line of d istin ctio n 
tie tween business 
that is to Ik* encouraged and business 
i hat is to be co n d em n e d , and that in 
tins quiet way the question of trusts 
can be settled and competition retain

Reform of C o u rt Procedure.
